iive.itock feed shortage aroBO 
today to threaten Rovernracnt 
pinna for expanding meat and 
poultry output in IDIG. 

In its July report on crop 
prospects, tho agriculture de- 
portment said that, due to un- 
favorable weather and ahort- 
agea of labor and materiala, 
this year's production of feed 
grains may be the amnllcst 
since 1941.

And that cupply will have to bo 
larger tlmii now liiJlcatcd If morn 
hDg> are to be raised and fntttncd, 
1( beef cattle are to be fed to 
heavier welRhta, Slid It poultry and

Livestock production declined lost 
jeir due IwEely to a choH Iced 
supply and to UlKh feed cosU in 
relation to livestock prices. 

The unfavorable feed grain oul- 
loolc is expected lo lead Gecrelnry 
ol A Etrl culture Anderson to post- 
pone for another 30 days, at least.

SO YOU WANT A NEW CAR 
Unpleasant reading tor Innumerable Amer- 
icans doubtless was tlie recent Gtntement ot 
Col. J. Monroe Johnson, director of the ofllce 
ot delcnsc transiiorutloii. that It Will be at 
least three years bcfore'mlUlona ot persona 
are able to buy new automobiles. 

Disliking the role ot wet blanket, It would 
be pleasant to express the opinion that Colo- 
nel Johnson has leaned toward the pessi- 
mistic side, .so as to avoid the disappoint- 
ments, and the crltlcLsras, that would result 
Irom a more optimistic prediction unluirilled. 

Unlortunatcly. anyone who examines lacta 
and records won't bo Inclined to accuse tho 
ODT chief ol pessimism. On the contrary, his 
views smack ot optimism. It will be a pro- 
duction miracle Indeed, even for American 
Industry, II all who want new automobiles 
Qrc able to obtain them within the next three 
years. We won't go aa lar aa to say It Is a 
miracle Impossible of achievement. But it 
doesn't seem likely, and let's examine some ot 
the reasons why; 

Motor vehicle registrations In the United 
States in 1941 totaled 32,557,054. Replace- 
ments since then have been negligible. Most 
cars of 1041 and prior-year vintage could 
well be replaced now. Nearly all will be ready 
lor the scrap heap three years hence.' 

Thus, II they could be produced. It Is en- 
tirely possible that the market could absorb 
■within the next three years as many auto- 
mobiles as were registered In 1041. That would 
call for more than 32,000,000 motor vehicles, 
with no allowance for several million non- 
owners ol lour years ago who expect to ride 
when cars are available again. 

What would seem to be the reasonablo 
probabilities that the motor car Industry 
might bo able to reconvert and then produce 
lor such a market? 

Let's consider' past production rococda. 
During 1041, American motor vehicle produc- 
tion reached the all-timo record/total " gf 
4,838,501 units— Including 3,744,30a4>assenBer 
cars and 1,004,201 trucks. Production during 
eight years, 1034-41, Inclusive, approximated 
only 31,200,000 units. 

Clearly, 11 the automobile can, within threo 
years, reconvert and produce lor such a pros- 
ipectlve market, It will represent an unparal- 
leled record of peace-time production. 

True, It might bo done. American Industry 
might do anything. But common sense would 
seem to emphasize further the wisdom of tho 
advice: If you are eo fortunate as to possess 
an automobile, you had better take care of It. 
If you ever find yourself afoot; you are llabl* 
to be traveling shanks' mare for a long tlmo 
to come.

Everyone can appreciate and sympathlzo 
with UiB bitter disappointment which resulLs 
wben soldiers are traaaterred from ths Euro, 
peas to the Pacific theaters of operations 
without Tlalt or furlough home.
